cents  to  Christian  purposes.  I We  do  this 
and  expect  God’s  blessing  when  we  have 
robbed  Him  of  His  tithe. 

If  every  professed  follower  of  our  Lord 
would  give  one  tenth  of  his  income  there 
would  Ik*  no  necessity  ol  lagging  funds  for 
His  cause,  and  He  would  not  stand  Indore 
the  world  as  a pauper.  Our  good  women 
would  not  find  it  necessary  togive  suppers 
and  ice  cream  festivals  in  order  to  meet 
church  ex|ienses.  Our  Lord  has  wisely 
provided  a wa  v for  filling  His  treasury  and 
for  keeping  it  lull.  There  would  lie  no  lack 
if  we  did  not  try  to  improve  on  His  plan. 

I go  on  the  plan  that  a law  is  binding 
until  it  is  repealed.  \Ye  have  no  account 
of  the  repeal  of  the  law  of  tithing.  And  no 
better  way  has  Ixen  offered.  Some  broth- 
er will  say,  “I  wish  tpgive  in  a better  way 
and  not  lx*  bound  by  this  old  Mosaic  law, 
which  out  Lord  denounced  in  such  un- 
measured terms;  I desire  the  privilege  of 
giving  as  the  Spirit  moves  me."  Brother, 
this  would  all  lx*  very  well  but  for  the  fact 
that  as  a rule  those  who  arguCngainst  the 
Lord’s  way  of  giving  are  seldom  moved 
by. the  Spirit  to  give  anything  like  enough 
to  keep  the  cause  above  reproach.  In 
nearly  every  case  these  brethren  rejoice 
when  a handsome  collection  hah  lieen  taken 
for  missions,  to  which  they  have  given  one 
dollar,  or  some  pitiful  sum  which  they  call 
the  widow’s  mite.  In  all  my  acquaint- 
ance, I have  known  only  one  liberal  giver 
who  argued  agiiiust  the  titling  system, 
and  1 am  |x*rsuaiied  that  he  did  not  give  a 
tenth,  though  lie  thought  he  gave  more.  .
